(Ex tract.) The ra pi a j January 21, 1839. 

IIAVK heard from good authority that advice has l>ccn given to 
, the Sultan, to propose tn tin- Great Powers the formation of a conference 
to decide the Oriental Question. 

That the tireat Council was held on the 22rU, to discuss the question 
of peat* Oft* war with the Kgyptians; that the Sultan is as much as ever 
alive to that question. 

That the fttttia Bey has been scut to Alexandria in command of the 
steamer which took out the Sheik of the Mosque of Mecca, and has been 
ordered In obtain the Wst information of the slat*' of the Army and Navy 
of Mehemet Ali. 

On the 2lUh (yesterday ), 1 heard from ilic same authority, that 
rumours continued to increase of war between the Sultan and Me- 
hemet Ali. ; that there is much movement at the Scraskierate ; that a 
levy of N0,000 men has been determined to be made throughout the 
empire, ine hiding the cooital; and that great changes are about to he 
made amongst the higS ,unctionarics of the Porte, and several of them 
laid be replaced by men particularly known by their hostility to the 
Pasha of Kgypt. 

I lafiv. Pasha has lately shown a disposition to induce the Sultan to 
act offensively against Mehemet Ali. Your Lordship will observe, in the 
Persian cor res pon deuce sent home by this messenger, what is said re- 
specting an understanding between the Shah or Persia ami Mehemet Ali 
(a fact I long ago knew and stated). 

1 have endeavoured, as far as my means permitted me, to counteract 
what I knew (previous to the later information) had been doing \ ith a 
view to induce the Sultan to deviate from his intention to wait for the 
results of Reehid Pasha's embassy to Her Majesty being fully known, 
before he should take any steps whatever of importance: and with this 
end in view, I sent M. Kticnne Pisani to Ri/.a Bey, to urge the necessity 
for acting with the greatest prudence and caution in the difficult and 
delicate situation of the Sultan's affairs, when a false step might have 
the most serious consequences.

(Extract.) Tkerapia, February 6, 1839. 

ON the 4th, there was a Grand Council of Ministers and Pashas, for 
the further discussion of the question of war or peace with Egypt 

The difficulty of obtaining from the Mussulman population men 
enough to complete the projected levies, was taken into consideration, 
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and a plan for raising Hayali Regiments, to lie commanded by Turkish 
officers, 

J am ignorant of the decision of the Council: the report of it is 
gone to the Sultan. 1 amy iua l>e able to ascertain the result, but 1 
believe, if war be determined on, llosrcw Pasha will be made Bash Vekil 
(Prime Minister), he being the most market] enemy of Mehemct AIL 

I have at the same time to re|iort, that the Ottoman treasury is sard 
to be empty; that the Minister of Finance states his inability to provide 
for the most urgent rxpenees, and upon that poverty justifies the con- 
tinuation of monopolies. 

I have written despatches, which will go by the messenger, to 
acquaint your Lordship, that I had endeavoured to prevent the adoption 
of any warlike measures against K^ypt; and it will there appear that I 
have been aware of the state of tilings and mindful of it.

Lord Ponsunby to VUcoitnl Palme r&ton.— (Revet red March 3.) 

(Extract.) Therapia. February 8, 1830. 

WITH reference to my despatches of January 27 and February 6, 1 
have to say, thai J do not believe the Sultan will commence hostilities 
against Mehemet Ali at present. I have just had a communication with 
his Highness, and recommended most strongly his observance of the 
greatest prudence In his conduct ; and said, that his Highness could not 
at this moment have sufficient grounds on which to form a sound judg- 
ment of his position. 

The Sultan thanked me for my communication, and renewed the 
assurances Fie previously gave, that he would do nothing precipitately. 
It is certain that 1 lafia Pasha has been advising war.

IT is reported, that some time ago the Sultan sent a I [atti-Sherif to 
the (Ireat Council to the following purport: — 

* Hah/, Pasha informs me that my Army is able to defeat the 
Kgyptian Arm) in Syria. The Capudau "Pasha tells me that my Fleet is 
strong enough 'to defeat and destroy the Kgyptian Fleet. It remains for 
you to be courageous, and to do your duty." 

To this llatti-Sherif the (Ireat Council returned for answer, 'that his 
Highness' Ministers would do everything in their power to act in con- 
formity with the pleasure of their master." 

I nave taken every measure within my power to persuade the Sultan 
of the advantages to himself that must lie derived from patient and 
prudent delay of all hostile movements on his part. I hope tin- Sultan is 
eonvinei'd ol'ihr truth of what I have said to him, and 1 expert thai be 
will not act at present against the Pasha of Egypt.

HEARING or the arrival of the messenger Barnard, on his way to 
London, Prince Metternieh sent for me to request that I would be the 
channel of eomniun tea ting to your Lordship the substance ol" a report 
. %ieh he had just received from the Austrian Internuncio, relative to the 
threaten inr nspect which ^flairs had assumed on the Syrian and Turkish 
frontiers. 
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His principal object in sending for me, however, was to beg me to calf 
the earnest attention of J lor Majesty's (iovernment to the necessity or at 
once putting a stop to these warlike ebullitions, by the united mnmi- 
Frances of all the Great Powers; ami he said that lie wan about to dis- 
patch a messenger to Constantinople, with instructions to Baron Stunner 
to state to the Snltau and his Ministers, in the most positive terms that 
Austria would not quietly allow events in the East to assume a character 
by which the pace of Europe itseir light be compromised. That if the 
(asliaof Egypt was the aggressor, as the Turkish Ministers wished to 
make out, the Sultan might count upon the assistance of the other Powers 
m repelling any attack.

THE messenger who was the bearer of you; Lordship s despatches to 
the Ilth of March, arrived late on the 4th "instant. That evening [ sent 
for translation into the Turkish language, the substance of your Lord- 
ship's communication to me, " that you were agreed with llechid Pasha 
on the principle of the proposed Treaty, and employed in preparing the 
details," and your other arguments, I added the best reasoning 1 eould 
use, to induce the Porte to abandon warlike policy for the present I 
pleaded for delay, knowing that I should do greater harm than good by 
calling for more. J 

The Mousteshar Noun EfFcndi has replied to my communication, 
"that the Sublime Porte could not be satisfied with the Treaty, because it 
is not the Treaty that Reehid Pasha wished to make; that the Porte 
desired to destroy the status qua, and the Treaty proposed by Lord 
Falmerston not only leaves it in full force, but also bintk the Porte not 
to take advantage in future of any favourable occasion that may offer ; 
that Lord Palmers ton's Treaty, with an extraordinary abruptness, stipu- 
lates, simply, that England shall unite with the Hubli me Porte to act 
against Mehemet Ali, if he or his successor (of his family) shall declare 
his independence, or commit any aggression/' 

Nouri Eflendi has promised to give a written answer lo my commu- 
nication, as soon as he has received the Sultans commands. I will detain 
the messenger that it may be transmitted to your Lordship immediately. 

Tahar Pasha [Chief of the Etat Major under the Seraskier) sailed 
yesterday in the- steamer for Trehixond, from whence he goes to I he head- 
quarters ol Hah* Pasha. He was dispatched after the Treaty m 
question had been submitted in the first instance to the consideration of 
-Noun Eflendi and the Capudan Pasha ; ami secondly, to the consideration 
ot the Council. I have reason to fear the orders of Tahar Pasha arc not 
of a nature to please your Lordship. 

I believe that M. de Boutencff has been seriously endeavouring to 
prevent war; the Internuncio has done the same, and the French Ambas- 
sador also; and [ have continued unceasingly to recommend to the 
tmltan to delay at least, if not to abstain altogether from everything that 
may commit hi in in a perilous enterprise. ,

as to its intentions, before that (icnerai should have examined with his 
own eyes the stale of affairs, and should have given with his own mouth 
an exact and detailed account of the same. At present, a communica- 
tion to be aduresM'd to us collectively, in which the determinations of His 
Highness arc clear h explained, is. it is said, in course of preparation. 

The public, which had fluttered itself that live efforts of the foreign 
Powers in favour of Hie maintenance of peace would not remain without 
success, is great I v excited since the return of Tahar Pasha: and the 
report of an impending, ptrnapaof an already commenced, arar is gcnerally 
bclieved. The onh question remaining is to know from what quarter the 
aggression will proceed. It is difficult to resolve this question. It is 
unduubtrdlv not always he who fires the first shot who ought in justice 
to be considered as the aggressor ; and in such ease, the Porte, supposing 
thai the attack were to proceed from it* troops, might vcr\ well not 
he so considered. Ul the world knows the acts of provocation on the 
part of Mchemcl and the inklings after independence and war which 
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even hist year ho manifested. The Porto would conseqnentlv hare been 
justified mi placing itself on itsdcfr<nre. and m exerting itaefftu provi k the. 

means of opposing vigorous resistance to such attack. Soch conduct 
WOtrfd have only Urn prudent and conformable. U well In ttigtiitv as 
to its true interests. 

The partisans of Mehemel Ali are anxiiHi* to throw the blame of 
aggression on the Porte; thev say, that a mistake has lieen committe-' in 
Kumpc. in accusing the Pasha off-Igypt of having advanced his troops to 
the extreme frontier of Syria, those troops having always been from nine to 
fifteen leagues removed from that frontier Thev moreover say. thai 
although last year he *poke of war ami independence \u< has \'w v 
sheathed his sword, paid the tribute whic h he owed, and has put him- 
self in the rin;ht with respect to the Porlr, u hirb appeared .ahslird with 
tins apparent submission. The armaments whwn have since Keen made 
by the latter, and which have been carried mi with so much ener^v 
together with the march of ihc Ottoman 1 mops to the yen frontiers uf 
Syria, can therefore not be imputed in Mehemct Vli. and must he consi- 
dered as the sole cause of the approach En- >i niggle, These reasons arc 
Specious to a certain degree, and cannot l>e thrown aside without 
examination. 

I fowever this may be, it is to he hoped ihat. at (he point at which 
matters have now arrive*!, all the Powers will take the part of the Porte 
and will attribute to its embarrassments what max he obscure in the 
language it holds. 

I f I have thought it right Lo advert here to the question or the agres- 
sion, it is because the conduct of Russia, in ease the Porte .should see 
Hself compiled to demand the assistance of that Power, w ill depend on 
its solution: for according to the declarations which were made at 
the tone by M de Huekman. and lattcrlv again hv M. de Houteneff, it is 
only in ease the Porte should he attacked, that the Trent v of Kmir-hicn * 
would give to it the right of applying for such assistance'

I PROCKKD bo answer the letter which yim did me the honour to 
address to me on ttio 1 1th of this month, marked No. 52. 

My preceding despatch wiH have made yon acquainted with the 
answer of the cabinet of Vicuna to our first communications upon the 
affairs of the Kast. Vim will find in ihe annexed extracts of two des- 
patches from M.M. tic Uarantc and Bresson, the only data which we 
have as yet with resect to the views of Prussia and Russia. At Bed in, 
as I have nlreadv informed vim. they are ouile disposed to join for the 
mahil runner «>1 "peace in the measures the other Powers. At St. 
Petersburg!*, where our communications had not yet arrived, Al. de 
Harnnte supposed, from indications which I do not consider decisive, that 
the Russian Gove rnment was inclined to seize every honourable pretext 
to avoid involving Itself in the~cmharrassmcnts which the execution ot 
the Trratv i>f Unkiar Skelcssi would enlad. 

The despatch 's armed three davs since h\ the packet boat (mm the 
Levant, have not brought us news of auv importance. The armies 
were still in presence on the banks of the Euphrates: there had even 
been a slight skirmish between some soldiers, but nothing indicated a 
wish on the part of the leaders to come to an engagement. If, moreover, 
the reports sent bv Ibrahim Pasha to his father, are to lie believed the 
Turks were far from licing in a state to commence hostilities. Their 
army did not amount to more than 36.0UO men, and these weakened by 
the want of sufficient supplies and bv desertion. A belief, also, began to 
be entertained at Alexandria, that" there would not be a war : it was 
even the opinion of the Viceroy. At Constantinople less security was 
felt, because, through the *cil trf pacific ] protestations, the Porte mani- 
fested its hostile intentions in the eagerness with which it sought 
grievances against Mehemet AU, even in the most trivial circumstances 
and In the most improbable reports. 

I have now sketched the state of things such as it i \ists at. ihe 
present moment, that is to sav, calculated still to justify very serious 
auxielv. Foil wilb however , form a more complete judgment upon the 
matter from the annexed extracts or the correspond euec from Egypt and 
Constantinople, i „ i 

I will now enable you to answer the eiupiiries which Lord Pal- 
fflmtitti has addressed to you as to the opinion which the Government 
of the King h is formed with reaped to the measures to lie taken with a 
view to provide for the exigencies of the moment. 

TheOovernim ni of the &fn$ acknowledges the utility ami the pro- 
priety »r a concert between the (Jreat Powers to provide the means of 
securing, bv a common attitude and language, the maintenance of the 
Ottoman Kmpire: it thinks that the seat of the deliberations to be com- 
ineneciMVir t!i is purpose can be the most advantageously established at 
Vienna. 

It is of opinion that, in order to prevent hostilities, if they shonld 
no: vet ha\e broken Out, ot to put a stop to them if they slenihl have 
unfortunately eominenced, the Knglish and French sfjua<Uons, assuming a 
sort of armed mediation, should const ilnte themselves mistresses <>T the 
sea ; should imjtosr complete inaction upon the naval forces of Kgypl and 
of thr Porte, and should imluee them to re-enter their harbours in the 
event of their hating left them. 

Tfie Knglish squadron appears to amount to ten ships of the line 
wit hoot coi i ut i n g i it her v essels. Our own w ill Ik* n imposed also of ten sa 1 1 of 
the line, ami will reckon in addition four or live frigates, with at least four 
st earn- vessels, and other lighter vessels. Seven ships of the line arc already 
assembled at Smyrna, or un i Vir w ay thither. The three Other 3 will very 
so< n take their departure, !■ is ir^Hjrtant that instructions, not common, 
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but dictated in the same spirit, and which instructions the two Cou rts would 
previously communicate to one another, should be transmitted without 
delay to the commanders of the two squadrons for the guidance of their 
operations. When it is known in the East that such forces are acting 
in the same spirit, and tending to the same end, it is not possible to 
suppose that either the fleet of the Sultan , or that of the Pasha, will venture to 
contend against them. I say more: the employment of such forces, by 
rendering war almost impossible, will deprive Russia of every pretext for 
putting in movement her Sevastopol fleet or her land army. 

In order the better to obtain the result which we have in view, it may 
perhaps be expedient that the Austrian flag should appear ' among 
the combined French and English squadron: one or two frigates with 
some light vessels will be sufficient for the purpose. It is to l>c observed, 
moreover, that Prince Metternich has already express J this opinion. ' 

Stieh, Sir, are the measures which, it appears to me, are required to 
be adopted without delay, if we do not wish to lie surprized by events 
1 now come to the measures which, when the forma! deliberations shall be 
opened between the Cabinets, may be taken in order to put an end to the 
existing crisis, and to prevent at any time its return. 

If our declarations and the attitude of our squadrons should fail in 
preventing the two parties from coming to hostilities, or in compelling 
them immediately to cease therefrom, the necessity far a common action 
by the Great Powers would become evident ; and there is no ground for 
expecting that Russia would, in that case, be induced to refrain from a 
physical intervention in a question in which her interests would be so 
directly affected. What should be obtained is, that her course of action 
be fixed and limited in concert with the other Courts; that she should 
bind herself to that which France and England would on their oart have 
to exert; in short it^jnfknt, that a Eunyean Convention *h„„M

rant of all the obstacles which would be raised to such a plan by the 
Cabinet of St Peters burgh, whose policy has always been to keen its 
relations with Turkey beyond the pale of European law. It is for the sane 
reason that there are grounds for fearing that that Cabinet wM not 
lend itself to negotiations carried on by means of permanent conferences 
It will, however, have few arguments of any force to oppose to combinations 
evidently suggested by the desire for peace, and supported by all its 
Allies. J 

It now remains Tor me to speak of the final object of these negotiations 
of the arrangement by which it might be possible to place the Sultan ami 
his powerful vassal in a situation man satisfactory to both, and more 
promising for the tranquillity of the East than that in which they have 
been placed for the last six years. ; 

The necessity of conceding to Mehemet A li the hereditary investiture 
of a oart at least of his actual possessions, appears to be almost generally 
adm> led. It has been considered that Mehemet Ah\ at the decree of 
eminence which he has reached, would l>c too strongly impressed with 
the urgency of providing for the future interests or his family and of 
placing them in security from the vengeance of the Porte after tiis death 
to permit himself to entertain really pacific views, until he shall have 
obtained some satisfaction on this head 

On the other hand, it is not to be honed that the Porte will consent 
to grant him this augmentation of moral force, unless some advantage bv 
way of compensation be given to it, which may afford a positive guarantee 
against the subsequent enterprises of an enemy, whose pWer it will thus

TIIK iitdracd paper contains the substance of the instructions 
which Her Majesty's (iovernment propose to give to Sir Rol>ert Stopford, 
the Commander-in-Chief of Her Majesty's Naval Forces in the Mediter- 
ranean, and upon which the; request Uie previous opinion of the French 
Government, 

The part of these instructions which relates to the possibility of 
the Knglish and French squadrons going up to Constantinople in the 
event of a Russian force entering the Turkish territory, may quire some 
cons iderat ion, It seems clear that such a measure would, in such case, 
be highly desirable, and that it would he the best, if not the only way, of 
effectually counteracting the had consequences which might result from 
the enhance of the Russians into Tui key; but if that movement were to 
be effected against a vigorous resistance' on the part of the Turkish forts 
in the Dardanelles, it would be difficult to accomplish it, unless the fleet 
were accompanied bv some force which could l>e landed to carry the forts by 
taking them in the rear. Tins npcratu*.i would not he difficult, and would 
not require anv large amount of force; for though the batteries are 
formidable against ships, tin account of the narrowness or the channel, 
the strength of the current, which sets downwards towards the Mediter- 
ranean, and because at this time of year the wind sets chiefly the same 
wav as the current, yet those forts' arc weak on the land side, and 
mi^ht l*» taken one after the other, by any moderate force which attacked 
them in the rear. 

It is |ivuhabh\ however, that if the Turkish troops were defeated, 
and if the Russians had entered Turkey, the Sultan would cheerfully 
permit, ir he did not actually invite, the British and French squadrons to 
go up to Constantinople; and as those squadrons would come as friends 
to protect the Sultan, and not as enemies to attack him, it would lie 
difficult for the Russians to suggest to him a plausible reason for refusing 
to recei \ e such protection.

Substance of proposed Instruction* to Sir Robert Stopfori. 

Tt IK Admiral to proceed with the ships under his command to the Bay 
of Scan* Icruon, or to any other neighbouring part of the coast of Syria 
which may be near to the places where the armies of the Sultan and of 
Mehemet All may happen to be* 

If on his arrival off" the coast he should find hostilities have not com- 
menced, ant! thai, on the contrary, the two armies have made retrograde 
movements, and that there is no likelihood of collision, he will then pro- 
ceed in the execution of such other orders as he mnv have received from 
the Admiralty. 

Jf he should find that, although hostilities had not actually com- 
menced, the two armies, nevertheless, were near to each other, ami con- 
tinued to occupy positions likely to lead to collision, the Admiral should 
immediately open a communication with the Commander of each army, 
in doing which ho will lie assisted by the British Consuls on the coast; 
and the U-s( step tn Like fin llus purpoM' would probacy Ih\ to send In 
the General of each army an officer, accompanied by a competent 
interpreter. 

The Admiral should earnestly request each General to withdraw his 
troops some da\s march from their actual position, in order to widen the 
distance between the two armies, and thus to give a security that no 
collision should take place to interfere with the efforts of llip Allied 
Power* to efteet by negotiation, a permanent settlement between the 
Sultan and his vassal If the Generals should either or both of them 
refiiae to comply with this request, the Admiral should dispatch a ship of 
war to Constantinople or Alexandria, or to both, as the case might he, 
to urge the superior Authorities to send the necessary orders ; and he 
should express to the Generals the confident and well-founded expectation

towards the Sultan, who is 1 ler Majesty's Ally, and who is also the 
acknowledged and undoubtedly the rightful Sovereign of the territory 
whieh is the cause of dispute, it is to l>e Imrne in mind that the operations 
of the Sultan's Army do not depend upon any communication by sea 
between Constantinople and the scene of operations, and that it would 
not he easy for the squadron to force its way up to Constantinople for the 
purpose of* supporting by its presence, the representations of Her Majesty 8 
Ambassador. 

But in such ease, the Admiral would strongly point out to the Turkish 
Commander how uncertain are the chances of war, and how great and 
fearful his responsibility won hi be, if, after he had refused an honourable 
armistice, when proposed to him by an ally of his master, for the express 
purpose of negotiation, any unforeseen disaster should befall his army;

This last met on the 17th, between Maritimo and 
Sicily, with the s(pia<lron of Admiral Stopford apparently directing its 
course towards Malta, 

The Captains of the Sea maud re " and of the ** Dante," whose reports 
were hrouglit to me by the " Mentor, 1 ' announce the eommenecment of 
hostilities in Syria. At the departure of the " Dante 11 from Alexandria, 
ncv\ s had ;u 1 1\ ed. on the 7th of June, of the invasion of the Egyptian 
territory bv the Turks, who had possessed themselves of lifleen villages* the 
inhabitants or which had l>cen armed. On this intelligence Ibrahim Pasha 
had in a relied a division of 25,000 men against them; transports had left 
Alexandria with troops on board. At the departure of the *' Scania nd re " 
from Constantinople on the 7th instant, the Turkish squadron was in the 
llosjihorus with 7,000 men, who, it was re|>orted, were intended to effect a 
landing in KgVpt. A rc[«>rt was current in Constantinople that a serious 
affair, in which the Turks had been beaten t had taken pla f e in Syria.

TH K las! despatches from f Constantinople of the JjMaw and from 
Alexandria of the k \ May, apprise us that the Ottoman and Egyptian 
troops hail approached so near to each other that a conflict between them 
appeared imminent. This supposition seems to us the more probable, 
because the movement of Haifa Pasha upon Bin situated at the extremity 
of the frontiers "I Syria, appears to indicate that it entered really intu 
the views of the Sultan, all the while declaring his pacific intentions, to 
cause tin* Annv of the Taurus to advance to such a point as to render a 
conflict inevitable, by attributing it to some chance circumstance, without 
the Porte appearing to have jriven any provocation for it, 

M. de Uouteneir. at the date of his last reports, was" continuing to 
emplov all his efforts to dissuade the Sultan from trie notion of precipitating 
himself into a struggle, the consequences of which might liecome so 
serious to the reprwe of the Ottoman Empire. It may be that the remon- 
strances or our Minister* joined to those of his Col leagues, have succeeded 
in preventing a complication which seemed at hand. In this case, the 
danger wrhiefi appeared io threaten the repose of the Easi will have once 
agnin been averted : in the same manner as it was just a \ ear ago, thanks 
to th » unanimity which then presitled at. the determinations of the Great 
Powers of Europe.

The other Allied Courts would doubtless hasten to unite their efforts 
to those of Russia and of England, 

The harmony which would thus preside over the determinations of 
the Eive Powers/ might once again preserve Europe from the misfortune 
of a general conflagration m the Levant, b\ confining, as it may be said, 
the two adversaries in closed lists, compelling them 1o settle their quarre l 
in Syria, without permitting Ihem to engage on a wider Ikdd from which 
it is the general interest of Rurope to keep them off in spite of themselves. 

If we succeed in obtaining the result which I have described ; if the 
English Government accepts the ideas which your Excellency is directed 
tO Communicate to it; if we thus prevent the licet of Mehemet Ali from 
coming ciut of his ports; and if we forbid his army from crossing- the 
Taurus, under penalty of finding himself at war with the whole of Europe , 
we shall liaAc obtained all that is necessary to prevent a serious compli - 
cation in llu 'Levant . 

Alioyc all things, we must 1>e able to bring the matter within our 
control, that is to say, prevent the struggle from becoming threatening to 
the repose of all Europe. 

When once *ve shall have attained this end, eirenmstr ccs will sim- 
plify themselves of their own accord; a more mature judgment can then 
be formed as to the issue of the combat, and as to what the ulterior 
arrangements which may be made between the two parties ought to be, 
in order to re-establish the pacific relations of I he Porte with the Pasha 
of Egypt upon a sol it I and durable basis. 

Eor I he moment, we must eon line ourselves to what is most pressing, 
that is to say, io guard against the ill-advised policy of the Sultan d ragging 
us into a complication of a nature to bring on a chance of a European 
con llict. 

tt is this danger which we are interested in removing with all our 
endeavours; and il is will this \iew that we have thought it indispen- 
sable, to come to a frank explanation with England, by taking in London 
the step of which, by the Emperor's orders, I have pointed out to you the 
plan and the object, It will prove to the Itritish Ministry that, far from 
wishing to bring about a complication in the Levant, we arc using all our 
eare lo prevent one; and that, instead of greedily availing ourselves of 
the stipulai ions "f our_Trcat\ of Alliance \\ ith the Porte, we are ourselves 
the lirst to desire to prevent the "m mrreiice of a crisis which would compe l 
Us, in spite of ourselves, again to lake n p a military attitude on th e 
shores ill the Bosnhorns, 

The certainty which England wilt thereby acquire of our truly con- 
servative intentions, eannot fail to exercise a salutary influence over the 
disposition of the Cabinet of London. It will, I hope, appreciate the 
Sincerity ^ the sentiments which has dictated the step which you arc 
about to take. Have I h* goodness. Sir. not to delay a moment in inform- 
ing us of the reception it metis tt ith from Lord Palmerston. The

Three Arab Horsemen, Hanadis, have 
Seen captured ly the inhabitants of these villages, who hastened to carry 
them before Hah/ Pasha, in order to receive from him the promised 
reward, Hal/ Pasha has ordered his troops, if they fall in with Egyptian 
soldiers, to capture them, or t * fire epon them. Cannon were lircd al 
Nczib to announce the arrival of Hafus Pa si) a in (hut town. Reports have 
been spread, that Ibrahim Pasha can no longer advance; that lie will be 
obliged to retreat before the Turkish troops as far as C airo ; and that the 
Pasha who is at Moosh is about to desert, and join Hah/, Pasha with half 
the soldiers under his orders ; that a Pasha with eleven regiments is 
coming from the direction of Malatia; and that as soon as these regiments 
arrive, Hafiz Pasha, with whose army there are already HQ guns, will 
march towards Aintab. Moreover, the inhabitants of the towns and 
villages have been invalidated by repirts that the men, women, and 
children or any village which shall nol submit in good time lo 'he autho- 
rity of Hali/, Pasha, shall he all put to the sword ; the village of Ouront is 
occupied by a part of their Cavalry ; the Chief of that same village was 
summoned by Hah* Pasha, who ga\ c him a gold watch. When this Chief 
of Ouront returned to his village, he convened all the elders of the villages 
of the district, and enjoined them to drive back the Kgypi iaii soldiers, lie 
collected into one village the inhabitants of four or live villages, and 
distributed to them some muskets and poudei uhk h llufiz Pallia had sent 
to him. 

His Highness Ibrahim Pasha, in his letter of the 17th of Rl bi-cl-cvel, 
further reports, that the Pasha of Marash also is stirring up the popula- 
tion of Kourd Dak; that tine of the superior oncers of that Pasha's troops 
has S>een noticed among the trilx* of Koords who plundered Boulanick ; 
that it is reported that there lti.000 men at Kouiah; as many at Gilie-kan 
under the orders of Ali Pasha of Koniah : thatH,l)0O more men are alx>ut 
to be raised in those countries ; that there are 20,000 men in Caramania ; 
and that all these troops are re] sorted to be destined for the Kuluk-Bogna. 
Another corps will march towards Syria by the district of Xijde. The 
corps, consisting of eleven regiments, will march for Kaisscrieh ; the 
Pasha of Marash with as many Koords, and I he guns, &<\, kc\ 

It is hoped that, by spreading these reports, t he people may be 
stirred tip, as has already I>een done in the province of Aititulh 

I learn this moment by two expresses from Maggiuu Hey , that live 
squadrons of Turkish Cavalry have attacked the corps or Aral) Cavalry 
under the orders of that Bey at Tcl-Bcchir* Our Cavalry could not 
withstand the shock, Ifrcing inferior in number, and the Turkish Cavalry 
being closely followed by some regiments of Infantry. In order to prevent 
their intrigues anil machinations from being extended to the neighbour- 
hood of Aleppo, I decide* I upon advancing to meet them, and I arrived at 
Tel -Chair with seven regiments of Cavalry, and twelve batteries of Horse 
Artillery, leaving orders for Solyman Pasha to follow me with the main 
body.

(Extract) Foreign Office, June 28, 1839. 

I HAVE to inform your Excellency, uiai Her Majesty's Government 
have received from Prince Estcrha*v, from M. Kisselelf* and from the 
French Govern men t. imjH>rtnnt, am) generally speaking, satisfactory, 
communications upon the subject of I he present stale of anairs between 
the Sultan and Mehemet Ali ; and the result of these eomniuuicutimi a 
leads Her Majesty's Government to conclude, that the \icvss taken of 
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these matters U\ the Austrian, Frcm h, and Russian tunernmeels, may 
he stated shortly to be nearly as follows ; — 

\\\ three of those* Governments appear to he strongly i nprcsscd with 
the necessity of jsrrvt'ii! iu^> if possible, the outbreak of Hostilities between 
tin 1 Sultan And Melieinct Ali. or of putting a speed \ end to those hos- 
tilities if tUe\ should unfortunately have already Groken out; and in 
that opinion I let Mnjcsu's tJovcrnmrnt entirely concur. The Russian 
(Jo* eminent, however, in a despatch of which M, Kisscleff gave me 
yesterday a copy, states* that the Powers of Europe might lie contented 
to remain passive ipectators of the continuance of those hostilities, so 
long - as the Contending Parties should carry on their conflict within 
the lira Its of Syria, Bat in this view, I ler Majesty's Government 

cannot agree ; because it is not so much the sect faction, as the 

possible result of the conflict which ma\ rcisc a derisive influence on 
the great interests of Eimim\ and a signal defeat and dis|>crsion of the 
army of the Sultan, would be *rareel\ less disastrous on one side of the 
Taurus, or of the Euphrates, than noun the other. 

Your Excellency will sit. h\ the instructions given to Sir Robert 
Stanford, and which yon are authorized to read to Prince MeUcruich. that 
Her Majesty's Go\ eminent FQR&ider. thai if hostilities shall have l>egun t 
and if the Egyptian Troops shall have advanced into Asia Minor, the 
first object to l>e aimed at. will be, to procure a suspension of arms, and 
to ciuise the Egyptian Troops to return within the limits of Syria ; and, 
therefore, it is unnecessary to state that Her Majcst\ Y Government arc 
not willing to consent that Mehemet AM should continue to occupy the 
districts of Diarhekir anil Orfa ; — districts beyond the Province of Syria, 
of considerable importance in a military ami jiolitiea! point of view, and 
which it has long been the desire of Mehemet Ali to accpiire. 

L'pon the first punt, then, connected with these affairs, there appears 
to \ye a general concurrence of opinion, that hostilities between the Sultan 
and Mehemet \!i uu^ht to lie prevented or stopped, Austria, France, 
and England, seem also to feel that the present relative position of the 
Sultan and the Pasha is incompatible with the safety of the Turkish 
Empire, anil with the peace of Europe : and that some different arrange- 
ment must lie arrived at. in order to avoid serious and extensive 
dangers. 

S'une parts of fount Nesselrodc's despatch, might, perhaps, oe con- 
strued to imph that Russia is no! of this opinion, and is satisfied with 
the present state of things; but there are oilier passages which appear to 
indicate that Russia is not disinclined to take into consideration the 
possibility of making some more permanent settlement, France, Austria, 
anil tii eat Britain, have expressed a decided opinion that some" such 
settlement is absolutely required for the safely of Europe, ami that the 
(treat Powers might, without loss of time, to enter into communication 
with each other for that purpose. Prussia would of course concur in sueh 
a proceeding : and, although Russia has hitherto endeavoured to retain 
within her own discretion, everything belonging to her relations with 
Turkey, yet the Cabinet of Petersburg!) must clearly see that the general 
interests of all the Powers of Europe are so directly concerned in the 
(kite of the Turkish Empire, that no one Power can separate herself from 
the rest in her dealings with re^pcet to Turkey : but that Turkish affai is 
must henceforward be eonsidered to hi' as notch an European question, as 
any other a Hairs with which the Cabi nets of Europe ha\e been oceupicd. 

The Kreiu h Government proposed that these matters should be dis- 
cussed in a Conference of the Five Powers, to be held at Vienna. Prince 
Mclteniieh has stated reasons why, in his opinion, these matters cannot 
properly lie submitted to a forma I conference, but he has proposed that 
Vienna should be tin* seat of negotiation on these affairs. Iter Majesty's 
tfovemittciri saw many strong reasons in favour of the French proposal, 
and some of much weight against it ; the proposal of Prince Met tern ich 
is open to fewer objections, and holds out less advantages. 

The informal negotiation proposed by Austria would lerlainly not 
fetter the action of Great Britain as much as a formal conference would do* 

tier Majesty s Government, however, are willing to agree to the pro- 
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position of Prince Metternidi, provided it shall l>c acceded to by Russia 
and Prussia, as well as liv Great Britain ami France; ami I have great 
satisfaction instating to 'your Excellency, that one strong motive which 
leads Her Majesty's Government to acq timer in this arrangement im, the 
entire eon fidence which thev place in voor ability, discretion, and firmness. 

The general view vs me h Her Majesty's Go\ eminent, us at present 
informed, entertain <>1 'the affair in epjestiom mav he stated as follows : 

The Great Powers arc justified in interfering ill these matters, which 
are, in fact, a contest between a sovereign and his subject, bcea use thin 
contest threatens to produce great and imminent danger to the deepest, 
interests of other Powers, and to the general peace of Europe. Those 
interests and that jveaee require the mmnLcmm<-i> of the Turkish Empire; 
and the maintenance of the Turkish Kmpire is. th fore, the primary 
object to l>e aimed at. This object cannot be seemed without milling an 
end to future chances of collision between the Sultan and Mehemet Ali. 
But as long as Mehemet All continues to ciecupv S\ ria. there will be 
danger of such collision, Mehemet VII cannot hold Syria without a large 
military force cons la nil v stationed there. As hmg as i here is an Egyptian 
force in Syria, there must necessarily be a Turkish army in that part of 
Asia Minor which Ijordeis on Syria. " Eac h parly might agree at present 
to reduce those forces to a given amount, but neither could he sure that 
the other was not. after a time, secretly increasing his amount of force; 
and each party would, bevond a doubt/^ratlually augment his own force; 
and thus, at no distant period, the srune stale of things which has existed 
of late, would again recur: for the motives and passions which have I ex I 
to it won hi still l>e in action. Mehemet All, cir llu-ahiin, would still desire 
to add more territory t<] their Pashalies ; the Sultan would still burn to 
drive i hem back into Kg> pi . 

It appears then to Her Majesty's Government, that there can he no 
end to the danger with which these affairs menace the peace of Europe, 
until Mehemet AM shall have restored Syria to the direct authority of the 
Sultan; shall have retired into Egypt ; and shall have interposed the 
Desert between his troops and anthojiiies and the troops and authorities 
or the Sultan. Hut Mehemet Alt could not be expected to consent to this, 
unless some equivalent advantage were granted to him ; and this equiva- 
lent advantage might Ix* hereditary succession in his family to the PashaJie 
of Egypt : Mehemet Ali ami his descendants twang secured in the Govern- 
ment of that Prov ince in the same w ay that a former Pasha of Scutari ami 
his family were so secured ; the Pasha continuing to be the vassal of the 
Porte, paying a reasonable tribute, furnishing a contingent of men, and 
being bound like any other Pasha by Uie treaties which his sovereign 
might make. Such an arrangement would appear to be equitable between 
the parties, because, on the one hand, it would secure the Sultan against 
the many dangers and inconveniences which arise from the present ocru- 
patio of Syria by the Pasha; while, on the other baud, it would a! ford to 
the Pasha that securil v as to the future fate of his family, his anxiety 
about which, he has often declared to be the main cause of his desire to 
obtain some final and permanent arrangement. 

It appears to Her Majesty's (Government that if the Pive Powers wen' 
to agree upon such a plan, and were to propose it to the two parties, with 
all the authority which belongs to the Great Powers of Europe, such an 
arrangement would l>e carried into effect, and through Us means, Europe 
would be delivered from a great ant I imminent danger.

(Extract.) Vienna, July 10 t 1839. 

I COMMUNICATED to Prince Metternich your Lordship's letter 
to the Ixirds Commissioners of the Admiralty, of the 23th of June. 

Before rear ling it, he remarket! to me that the Note delivered by 
Admiral Roussin at Constantinople, and the instruction to Admiral 
Lalande, were both founded upon the false principle of an equality of 
right between the Sultan and the Pasha,— a principle which Austria could 
not adopt, and the falseness of which he had pointed out to M. de St, 
Aulaire. 

After reading your Lordships letter, Prince Mettcrnich expressed 
his satisfaction with it in all its parts, and his sense of its completeness 
as an instruction. He has since ((well much to me upon his astonishment 
that the French Government, w ith such an instruction before them, should 
have given one varying from it in essential points* incorrect in principle, 
and comparatively "vague in its provisions. 

I did not omit to [toint out. to Prince Mettcrnich the advantage of 
vour Lordship's instruction over the Russian proposition, for confining 
hostilities within a certain district in case of their having commenced, in 
which, when he saw the application of the principle as laid down in your 
Lordship's letter, he fully concurred.

Me uas told that his first Note had not been laid l>efore 
the Sultan, it Is-in^ impossible to propose to his Highness to revert to the 
atutu tfin* : hut that if he would present a conciliator) replv. conveying 
a reasonable plan of iirra niacin en t, the eleincnev of the Sultan might 
probablv be extended towards his vassal. 

The leading Turkish Ministers have stated to Karon Sturmer, that 
if anything could haw deterred them from ordering operations to lie 
suspended, il would b;ne been Admiral !toussm*s tone in demanding it. 

They further requested the Barou to apply to Prince Mettcrnich for 
his advice how to aei : and Hosrew Pasha staled, that if Mehemet Ali

Prince Mettemich believes that the mora, weight of the Five Power, 
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ACttnff in concert will determine the submission of the Pasha, bnt if it 
should not. I ran not hut doubt the efficacy of a blockade to induce him 
(o evacuate Syria. That country is reported to he provided with warlike 
Btorre for more than one campaign, nor would it be difficult to organize a 
transport hv camels across the Desert. The Pasha s fleet would be laid 
up in port, "and his commerce would pass under neutral flags. In such a 
ease, the Russian proposition to consider ourselv es in a state of war might 
be found the only one efficacious. 

[f any part of this second branch of the negotiation w to be treated 
from hence, (and I do not see, after an agreement has been come to at 
Constantinople, what can I* pained by references to Pans and London,) 
it will 1>c requisite that the Admirals should be furnished with instructions, 
and the negotiation here with directions for its guidance, 

I have comprised in this despatch the result of many conversations 
with Prince Mcttcrnich, with the view of assisting the del derations of 
Her Majesty's Government. 

p. S.— I see I have omitted a consideration of much importance; it 
is, that whenever a common proposition shall have been agreed upon by 
the Five Powers, all separate communications either from the Ambassadors 
or from the Courts should cease. . 

If Mehemet All were to remark a difference of meaning, or even of 
tone, between anvonc of these and the collective language of the Alliance, 
the r ha nee of his submission would be much diminished.

I HAVE received your despatch of July 24. reporting the substance of your 
conversations w ith Baron Werlhcr, upon the present state of affairs in the l evant ;

which is A lt hy Her Majesty's Government in finding that the views an opinions 
of the Cabinets of London and of Berlin upon the A flairs of the Levant aie to 
entirely the same ; and that the course of policy which it appears in the present 
crisis to be so important for the Flff Powers to pursue, will he supported by the 
weight and authority of Prussia. Parou WVnlu r will, m» doubt, have already I utii 
informed that the French Government is of opinion that the defeat of the Turkish 
Army, the defection of the fleet, and the timidity of the Divan, ought to make no 
nitration in the course which the live Poults had intended to pursue before 
those events were known ; and you will state to Baron Werther, that in that 
opinion Her Majesty's Government entirely concur. 

Those unfortunate events cannot in any degree diminish the great interest 
which Europe has in maintaining the Ottoman Empire in its integrity and inde- 
pendence as an essential element of the balance of power ; nor ean those event*

That Aehmet l\isha, liming quitted (he Dardanelles, 
after having- received the order to proceed with the fleet to Constantinople, 
had com mi tied an act of high treason; and that the Representatives of 
the Great Court* fell repugnance to believe that he was w illing to make 
himseiran accomplice of the Capudan Pnsh,. hy accepting the Th-el at his 
hands. 

Mere the Pasha loudly protested against such an argument, alleging 
that, in time of war, it was permitted to receive deserters. We replied to 
him, that the defection of Aehmet Pasha had taken place after the 
sending of the Grand Viziers letter, which announced, m the name of the 
Sultan Abdul Mcdjid. the oblivion of the p;ist, the forwarding of the 
firman, nnd the grant of the inheritance of Kgvpt ; that, moreover, the 
Viceroy had himself looked Upon peace as rc-esta Wished, shirr he hud 
given orders to his son Ihrahim Pasha, upon the receipt of the Grand 
Vizier's letter, to retire with his troops on this side of the K 11 ph rates, 

* Yes," answered Mehemet AJi, rt I am no louder in hostility with 
t he Sultan, w ho, as I have already lohj To"- | ; iuno< ent and pure as a

The conversat ion turned for some time longer upon the character 
and the capacity of the different great, dignitaries of Turkey, am! upon 
the changes which, according to the Pasha, won Id he favourahlc to (he 
consolidation of the present Govern im-uL Then having taken a few 
turns up and down tne room, the Viecroy proceeded: — ^ It is not my 
intention for the present to send an officer to Constantinople to compli- 
ment the Sultan on his accession to the throne, but I beg you to transmit 
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to the Rcpres* -nr.Lt ivi-s of the Four Great Powers at the Ottoman Porte, 
the following declaration, namely : — 

"That m two days Akiff 'tiflendi will set out again for Constant 
iinople, He will he the bearer or a letter of congratulation and of sub- 
mission from me, to the new Sultan Abdul Medjid, I shall also write a 
letter to Hoxrew Pasha, in which ! shall represent to him:— 1st. That 
the hue Suit no Mahnioud made to me at one lime, through the medium 
of Sarim KffendL much more advantageous proposals than those which 
Hts Highness has now addressed to me, since he then pro|>osed to me 
the hereditary Government of Egypt, as well as that of the district of 
Scyda, and of the Sandjaek of Tripoli. 2ndly. That under present cir- 
cumstances, I ask for the hereditary Government of Kgypt. with that of 
Syria and of t 'and ra, thill Hi 111 8*y, of all that I now jjussess* as I had 
previously announced. 3rdly. That on this condition, if J am treated 
with £ood faith, 1 wdl lie the most faithful of the servants ami vassals of 
I Us Highness, und 1 will defend him whenever and against whomsoever 
he may wish. 

u It is in this senne that I propose to write to Constantinople. I 
shall nut mention the Beet iu my letter to I lie Grand Vizier, from a feeling 
of propriety, hut I hegyuu to have the goodness to assure the Ambassadors* 
and Ministers, that I nave never had the intention of keeping it t or of 
milking use of it fur a hostile purpose against the Sultan : on the con- 
tears. I formally engage to restore it, the moment my proposals shall 
have been accepted. In this ease, all the vessels composing the squadron 
of His Highness, to the very last, shall he sent hack to Constantinople. 
A hi for the Ottoman Admirals, those who may fear to return to Turkey, 
may remain in Egypt, which forms a part of the same monarchy. If 
once the Sulian agrees Ui mv prawn , and llu^iru Pasha shall have been 
rem- rd Ironi i the direction of affairs. I shall ie>t hesitate to urorecd to 
Cou^hOLiinople mi ihc first imitation of His Highness, and it will not be 
with the squadron that I shall go thither, hut ah me in a steamer, and 
with the sole object or presenting mv homage in person to my Sovereign 
and offering him my services. 

« Finally I declare toy mi, that if my proposals are not accepted, I 
will nut make wai\ hut 1 will maintain miself in mv present position, and 
1 will wait." 

Thus ended our first L^rversation with Mehemet ML 

Our second meeting, lived in the first instance for the ensuing 
morning, was afterwards put olf to the ah moon, on account c»T the 
landing of Achmet Pasha, who was reeei\ed the same day by the Viceroy. 
Two hours before sunset, the Four Consuls-General of Austria, Knglamh 
France, and Russia, proceeded simultaneously to the Pasha. In this 
interview renewed endeavours were made to induce Mehemet V 1 i i to 
g ive up the fleet forthwith, and to restore it to its lawful ow ner ; hut 
hen\ again, our representations were entirely thrown away. 

He declared his conservative intentions: recapitulated afresh the 
declaration which he had made to us the evening before; modified in 
some decree lite expressions contained in it, and endeavoured above 
all to convince us of t he necessity for the fall of Uosrew Pasha .

Detail of First Interview of the Capudan Pasha with Sfehemet AIL 
(Translation.) 

OX On? 1 4th July, at 4 o'clock p.m., appeared the Sultan's licet off 
Ale x an d r i a , i u n u i n h er (d m n etc e n sail. 

On the 15th, at f) o'clock a.m., the Egyptian steamer the 14 Nik' 1 * 
entered the western harbour, having on hoard Mo. shir Ac 1 1 met Pasha, the 
Admiral of the said fleet. Immediately, Mehrmrt Ali's lira Secretary, named 
Houssein Pasha, was sent from the palace in the Pasha's own bom, to meet and 
bring him on shore. When the 14 Nile" steamer anchored, Mufthtr Achmet 
went into the boat, and immediately a salute of nineteen gnu> was tired by the 
•* Nile/' which salute was reputed by the forts the moment he lauded, when 
he was received by the Pasha's civil officers of rank, and he rode upon the 
Pasha's own horse; and thus preceded by the said officers, cawasses, and 
chiaushes, went to the Pasha's palace between two files of the troops that were 
placed all the way. As soon as he entered the palace gate, Mchemct Ali walked 
out of his room to meet him, when the Admiral seeing him, unbuckled his sword* 
gave it to one of the officers behind him, ami walked respectfully towards the 
Viceroy, and bowed to the ground as if meaning to kiss his dress, while the 
Viceroy embraced and kissed him, saying " Welcome, brother. |4 After this, 
they walked arm in arm into the Viceroy's room, all the officers following them! 
They sat near each other on the middle of the sofa. The Capudan Pa*ha 
then told his Highness that, for a long time past, it was his wish to have the 
honour of seeing him. After coffee and pipes, the Viceroy dismissed all the 
bystanders, and this was at half-past 9 o'clock; when Sherif Aga, the 
Capudan's Pasha's Kiaja, who wels still within, walked tip to the Viceroy, and, 
kissing his feet, told liim t 11 Now y<m are both together, with your leave I 
retire, 1 " mean, ng that he had accomplished his object, and ftllfJted hii duty to 
far, His Highness and the Capudan Pasha remained by themselves In the room 
till half- past 10 o'clock, after which the Capudan Pasha walked out of tin- room 
bare- footed, hii own servant not being there to give him his shoes, and was 
obliged to walk about twenty paces without shoes, until his servant brought 
them, as well as his sword, upon which he went to the Mtusappi Serai (the 
palace for guests), accompanied in the same way as he had arrived. When he 
entered the palace assigned to him, all the civil omcers, as well as ilousse-m 
Pasha, kissed his foot, and he asked them to take seats and gave them coffee, 
telling them, " Thank God, my wishes to n H -et the Virerny are riccoinpli^ird, 
and you may know that I have obtained his HighneWs perm Us ion for the hndin^ 
of the Vice and the Rear Admirals." 

With the Capudatl Pasha ten officers landed, two of whom are Beys 
(Colonels), and one is the hrother of Osnian Pasha, tie Efc*Egyptian Admiral 
who deserted to Cunstimtitiuple more than live vcar* ajo* 
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Ibrahim Ptsha is advancing on Asia Minor. Maggiun Aga, one of tbe 
officers who command the Egyptian van-guard, has written to the Governor of 
Svcrick, a letter (which the latter transmitted to the Porte, and which the Chief 
Dragoman has seen) which say a : — "His Highness the Generalissimo Ibrahim, 
having confided to me the Government of Qrfa, Diarbekir, and Harpout, I am 
repairing thither with a considerable body of troops. On the receipt of this 
letter you will lose no time in finding and sending to me 600 cam el-load a of 
barley, &c."

Viscount Ponxonby to Viscount Palmerston. — (Received August 17,) 

(Extract.) Therapin, July 26, 1839, 

I EXPECT that, long before this arrives in London, the settlement be- 
tween Meheniet Ali and the Parte will have been made. The answer to be given 
to-morrow to the demands of the Pasha ol Egypt may not be satisfactory to him : 
but 1 think that either the Pasha will in*iht upon' his demand*, and the Porte 
will yield to them ; or the Pasha uill take what is offered, and defer exacting 
the full measure until after he shall have completely established his authority 
in Constantinople, which he will do with very little delay- Perhaps this latter 
mode of acting may be the best for him ; because the proceed iug can be so 
managed that tbe grant will have the air and the form of an act springing 
spontaneously from the Porte ; and as such it will be less subject to tbe criticism 
of foreign Governments. 1 t .wider the Ottoman Empire to be delivered over 
to Mebemet AIL 

In tbe absence of instructions to direct my conduct, I remain passive, after 
having taken those steps (reported in my late despatches) which were intended 
to delay any settlement that should not be in concurrence with the interests 
and counsels of England and France. 

Her Majesty's Government has learned from Colonel Campbell tbe demands 
made by Mehcniet Ali. I am informed, and 1 think correctly in substance, that 
the answer to be given by the Porte is, •* The hereditary government of Egypt 
to be granted to Mehcinet Ali, and tbe government of Syria to be grant \ to 
Ibrahim Pasha till the death of Mebemet Ali, when the government of Syria It 
to be again at the disposal of the Porte." 

This answer given by tbe Pone would be inconsistent with the promises made 
to me by the Grand Vizier.

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will explain the difference which exists in this respect between the geographical 
portion of Russia, and that of the Western Powers. 

In fuct, when a Russian squadron anchored m the Bosphorus in ilBAJ, its 
presence could neither be considered as a threat directed against the F rench 
Navy, nor as a blow struck at the commercial prosperity of Marseilles. But if, 
at the Resent moment, a French squadron should make its appearance at Con- 
stantinople, its presence would react directly upon Odessa and Sevastopol. 

The French Ministry is too enlightened and too just not to acknowledge 
the difference of position which I have just pointed out. In 1833 we protected 
the Porte without offering any affront to the Western Powers, in l»3J, 
the foreign squadrons, without protecting the Porte, would come to insult Kussm. 

It is sufficient for us to have clearly established this distinction which 
disnenses us from entering upon this subject in fuller particulars. Besides, our 
intention now is not to provoke any discussion whatever with respect to a 
contingency, which we hope will not be realised ; our desire is simply to enable 
the French Cabinet to comprehend fullv the intentions a..d the interests winch 
serve as a rule for the policy of Russia. Mutually to clear up the portion ol 
tit Cabinets, is incontestubly the surest means of mamtmmg the perfect agree- 
ment so Happily established among them; a union desirable, because it contains 
in itself, as the Duke of Dalmatia in one of his recent communications has so 
well observed, the most solid guarantee for reassuring the friends ol peace, 

It is in this spirit of conciliation and of perfect concord, that you are 
authorised to make to the President of the Council the communication contained 
in the present despatch, which you will have the goodness to read to him, and 
of which you will give him a copy.

M [)E K1SSEI,KIT communicated to me yesterday n copy of the 
despatch from Count Nessvlrode to Count Med em, ol the which, 
it appear* from your despatch of August 10, Count N esse 1 rode himself h I 
shown to your Excellency. 

With reference to that part of the despatch which relates to the passage 
of the Dardanelles by a French squadron, I read to M, de Kisseleff the three 
instructions to Her Majesty's Ambassador at Constantinople, of which I 
inclose copies*, in order to show to ML de Kisseleff that the Russian Govern - 
ment had misconceived the nature of the demand which the British and 
French Ambassadors at Constantinople were instructed to make,— that in 
certain contingenc ies the fleets of their respective nations knight be permitted 
to p is^ the Dardanelles. I pointed out to M. de Kisseleff that such demand 
u;is not made wjMi any view of hostility ayainst >evi<slopul or Odessa, but 
M>lely for the protection of Constantinople, and not upon the principle of 
separate action on the part of England and of France, but fur the purpose of 
maintaining a jtnnt action on the part of the Five Powers.

I HAVE to instruct you to .state to the French riovemment, with rufcrer.ee 
to the communications which have passed between the two Govonm nts, about 
t ie measures to be taken for restoring to the Sultan the Turkish fleet, that in 
the opinion of Her Majesty's Government, the Collective Note presented to the 
Porte, on the 28th ultimo, by the Representatives of the Five Powers affords i 
strong reason to Great Britain and France for pursuing a different course on this 
important matter from thai which they had before contemplated. 

U*« Governments of England and France are friends and allies tif the 
Su tan and have smnitaiieously and formally declared their determination to 
uphold the independence and Integrity of the Turkish Empire under its present 
dynasty and to .pposc themselves to any combination which might be calculated 
to trench upon that integrity ami independence. But it is manifest that 
Mehemet Ah by retammg the Turkish fleet, avowedly a« a mean* of extorting 
from the -Saltan the concession of certain demands, does opeuiv attack the 
independent polit.eai action of the Sultan, ami does, by a combination with the 
traitorous Commander of the Turkish fleet, endeavour io possess himself of the 
means ol destroying the integrity of the Turkish Empire. Her Majesty's 
Government is therefore of opinion, tha the Governments of France and Err- 
and are hound, no less by a regard (or their recent declarations, and a respect 
for their own honour, than by considerations of sound policy, to compel Mehemet 
Ah to give bark to his own lav^d Sovereign the ships of that Sovereign, which he 
now, in violation of every principle of duty and good faith, persists in retaining 
for purposes hostde to that Sovereign, lint as the Five Powers have umv by 
the Note of the 27th ultimo, placed themselves collective^ in the situation of 
mediators between the Sultan and Mehemet Ali, it is "the opinion of Her 
Majesty* Government, that alt furl her steps in this mutter ought to he taken if 
possible, collectively by the Five; and that the division as to such .steps should 
emanate from Vrentia, which is the centr.d point of the ue-utiatiou, instead «f 
from London or Fans.

IT js known that immediately after the accession of Sultan Abdul Mcdjid 
to the throne, the pardon ulueh His Hi-hness uas phased to -rant mMo- 
iemet Ah. Pasha of E-ypt, on condition th \ hwftlitfea should cea*e bv land 
and by sea was published and notified to all the hi-h functionaries the 
Empire: and that presently afterwa. da the Five Allied Power* undertook to 
setUeand conclude the Egyptian Question. 

It is also known, that white waiting fur the decision of the Five Powers 
and in order to leave matters in tin- state in which they were, the Sublime 
Porte acquainted its Generals in their several positions, that it was absolutely 
necessary to avoid, the case occur. in<<. any conflict vvuh the Egyptian troops\ 
and that the Pone does ncjt even nuw cease to issue the same injunctions. 

It was necessary, I here lure, that while wait in- tor the happv issue of the 
mediation of the Powers, Mchemct All should also abstain J rum all hostile 
movements. It appears, however, by the successive despatches communi- 
cated to the Representatives of the Five Powers, that the tioops of the Pasha, 
under pretext, at one tune of tiling up winter quartos at another rf follow- 
ing deseiters have by decrees advanced fn.m the posi turns which they occu- 
pied, and have establish d themselves in different cuU, towns, ami villa -es 
The Commanders of the Ottoman Army, in obedience to the instn.ctn>ns 
of theSnhlime Porte, have not opposed U**C toe oaeWent* ; they have 
confined themselves to reporting llu-m to the Government of His IliHmiss 
and io demanding the enunciation of the Imperial pleasure in resijecrto this 
matter i 

Now, it would be at variance with the official declaration or the Sublime 
Porte, if it were to authorise its subjects to repel by Uce the Egyptian 
agression. On the other hand it it impossible to direct the inhabitant* of the 
plaecs which the Egyptian* \u*h tu make themselves masters of, to receive 
them. 

Consequently, besides the difficulty which the Sublime Porte experience 
from this cir umstance alone, it doe* not con>ukr it proper, alter having 
accepted the intervention of the Five Powers, to have recount-, without con* 
suiting them, to the measures which delicate an affair require*.
